Dr. Rogers Traces 
Pasteur's History 
At Newman CluL 

Frenchman Discovered Part 
Played By Microbes In 
Beer Fermentation

At the monthly Communion break- 
fast ol the McOlU Newman Club held 
yesterday morning In Coneresa Hall. 
X>r. James T. Rogers, a . graduate of 
the Medical class of '04, delivered a 
biography on I/ouls Pasteur "whom 
aU'eocIety Is Indebted to for his toll- 
Bome researphee In death laden mi- 
crobes". . 

Before a. gathering of some one 
hundred Catbolio students, Dr. Rogers 
i^Vtraced the history of this groat Fench- 
' ' man who startled, the wàrld by his 
discoveries. Pasteur, strange though 
:^i:.lt may seem, was not a doctor of 
medicine, but a chemist. He was born 
.. In the year 1822 at the little town 
&i.i:llffii Dole In the Saona valley, whore 
father had settled alter the 
Franco-Prussian war. ' . 

Not Good Scholar 
Later the family moved to Arbols, 
/Where the Idd attended 'school and 



rte'/.rplanned to enter the great Keole Nor- 
|j^J,.!.'^al In order to become a professor 
'.-In one of the great colleges In France. 
.jHowever Louis was not "particularly, 
^è-ï* ■ ' •' ciever at school, v but managed to

'iV v'i' ins normal school. • But chemistry

"He was appointed assistant In the 



laboratory at Sorbonne", stated Dr. 
Rogers, and made importsAit discover- 
ies in* so-called 'left-handed tar- 
trates'."

'ho married Mademoiselle Laurent and 
k few years after this marriage the 
great chemist was made 'dean and 
l)rof essor of science at the University 
o£ Lille. Then for twenty years he 
worked on the problems of fermenta^ 
tlon and found that It was due to a 
living organlsm^^ ^i g [Isolated .the 
cause, Louis-^MsteiOT^^' became an 
authourlty on diseases o£ wine, mlUc, 
etc. Thus he said, "keep your air 
free from microbes and your wine and 
tiillk will jMt^jMwy sour''. 

l^ollowlng this, the great Pastéur 
i^^^wS appointed to 'an Important post 
at the Ecole Normal and later was 
n^ade professor of chemistry at the

'With the meimory of our vanish- 
ed friends' noble and inspiring ex- 
ample, we renew again today our

New relationships are the ba- 
sic things In the new education,'^ said 
Mrs. Beatrice Ensor, internationally- 
known educator, o.t the People's 
Forum last night. Her subject was: 
"A Changing Kducatlon for a Chang- 
ing CTvUIsation." 

. "Education . must change with a 
changing society," opened the speak 
er, { "The education that suited the 
parents cannot possibly be the right 
kind for! their children. It was with 
this opinion that our movement be 
gan In 1915, There were two quee- 
tlons before us; the first: How to 
adjust education to the new needs; 
the. aec'ond: How to prod,uce the new 
ty^o^^tlzon. The type Qf educa- 
t^^^^^^hild will^^l^^^epends 

concerned with developing personal- 
ity, or merely making a living. 
Favors Integrated Personality 

"1 want the child to have . an oP' 
portunlty to develop what good po- 
tentiality It may posses. I want' an 
Integrated personality, one- that grows 
In a balanced fashion— not an Indl 
viduallst, or. an egoist. . ï'ii want the 
product of the Modern' "Seftppl df edii.
